Sir, Office of Education, Merrion-street, 6th March 1833. 

I had the honour of receiving your Letter of the 27th ultimo, enclosing back for revision and 
alteration the Estimate of the Commissioners of Education for the ensuing year, and suggesting 
economy in the expenses to be incurred in the proposed Model School and Training Department. 
I have now the honour of forwarding an Estimate shaped, it is trusted, in accordance with your 
wishes, and presenting a material difference in the sum total. This is occasioned by the deduction 
of the sum of £. 7,847. 7 s., it being quite incorrect, as you stated, that it should have appeared in an 
Estimate for 1833, having been already provided for in the Estimate of 1832; and also by the 
deduction of £. 1,000. from calculated expense of Training Teachers, a more correct average having 
been now taken. The details of “ Secretary’s Office," and of “ General Incidental Expenditure," 
are given in obedience to your desire, and also the required information in the affirmative, that the 
Salaries of the Inspectors cover their travelling expenses. 

The “ Statement of General Expenditure of the past year,” which you require, is in preparation, 
and shall be forwarded in two days. 

I also do myself the honour of forwarding an Abstract of the Schools in connexion with the 
Commissioners, showing the number of Schools in each Province, with the number of Children in 
attendance, and the averages of attendance, both in detail and in gross, it being imagined that such 
evidence of the progress of the system of the Commissioners may prove both useful and satisfactory.
